Blame for the Iroquois fire and its resultané 
loss of life is to be fixed by the coroner’s jury 
before the close of the week. The jurors have 
grown weary of the way the responsibility 
has been tossed back and forth, are going to 
try to pin it down to the building department 
and to the management of the theater.

CUT OFF BY FLAMES. 


Firemen Face Peril Like That at 
the Cold Storage Biaze. 


TAKEN THROUGH THE ROOF. 


Many at Bullen Malting House Are 
Overcome by the Smoke.

A dozen members of fire engine company 
No. 11 yesterday were caught in the same 
‘trap which cost the lives of a score of fire 
fighters at the cold storage holocaust during 
the world’s fair. Through fire and smoke 
they made their way from a tower on the 
Bullen malting house of the Chicago Consoll- 
dated Malting and Milling company, St. Clair 
and Michigan streets. With two overcome by 
smoke and the others surrounded by flames 
all were rescued by firemen beneath, who

Capt. Lacey Warns His Men 
The roof of the big maiting house was dis- 


| covered on fire at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and when the first firemen arrived from 225 


Michigan street the high tower was burning. 
Capt. Lacey led his men up into the tower, 
reminding them that the conditions there al- 
most duplicated those at the cold storage 
warehouse fire. 
Water was being poured on the fire and 
the blaze apparently was under control when 
suddenly a man below shouted a warning. 
The smoke had filled the tower, the flames 
were climbing up the sides, and«were sur- 
rounding the base. 

_ The men rushed down the narrow stairs 
and at the bottom were forced torun through 
fire and smoke. Some were slightly burned, 
and as they paused in the intense heat two 
fell to the roof, unconscious. Their .com- 
panions dragged them farther from the blaze 
and sought a means of escape. There was 
none. Flames surroundacu the skylights and 
the doors in the roof were fastened down. 


Rescue Firemen Through Roof. 

- Members of another engine company had 
seen the peril and rushed to the top floor of 
the burning building. There, with axes and 
sliedges, they quickly madea hole through the 
roof near where the others had taken refuge 
and all were rescued through the opening. 
_Pipemen Dolan and Pipegras, unconscious 
from smoke and heat, were first tied toa line 
and lowered through theroof. Other firemen 
carried them across a narrow bridge to an- 
other elevator building. 

After the rescue of the crew of engine No. 
11 the men of company 42 took their station 
upon the roof and worked amid heavy black 
smoke and occasional bursts of fame. Dur- 
ing their long struggle Chief Musham shouted 
encouragement to them from the roof of an 
elevator twehty feet away. 

_A general alarm wassent in and twenty en- 
gines worked for three hours before the blaze 
was extinguished. A great part of the roof 
was destroyed, and many thousand bushels 
of grain in an elevator adjoining were dam - 
aged by water. The loss is estimated at 
$75,000, and the plant is insured for $1,000,000, 

President John A. Orb of the Consolidated 
company helped in an investigation into the 
cause of the fire. It is believed crossed wires 
of the lightirg system in the malthouse 


caused the blaze.

NEAR DEATH IN CAVE 


Eighteen Visitors to Mammoth 
Cavern Almost Drowned. 


CHICAGOANS AMONG RESCUED 


Saved by Guide and Bravery of the 
Members of the Party. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 17.—[Special. ]—Eigh- 
teen delegates to the convention of the 
National League of Commission Merchants, 
including seven from Chicago, barely es- 
caped drowning by the sinking of their boat 
in the treacherous Echo river, in Mammoth 
cave, today. 

They were saved by the coolness of their 
guide, John Nelson, and the heroic work 
of Charles A. Muehlbronner of Pittsburg, 
Pa., and Frank E. Wagner, J. L. Owen, and 
A. W. Smith of Chicago, all members of the 
party. The other Chicagoans in the boat 
were W. J. Harris, John H. Barnett, Louis 
Lepman, and Mrs. A. W. Smith. 

The roof of the cave over Echo river is 
arched, and the space in the center, owing 
to an unaccountable rise in the river, was 
only two and a half feet above the water. 
In order to pass the men and women in the 
boat were forced to stoop over. 


Water Flows in Boat. . 
At one place the boat swerved to one side, 
raking the heads of the persons in the boat 
next to the bank. These leaned farther for- 
ward to escape striking their heads. This 
lowered one end of the boat, and the water 


began to flow in rapidly. 

The guides saw the danger and called to 
Mr. Muehlbronner to jump and take the 
chain. This he did, landing on a steep bank, 
which offered only a slight foothold. Lying 
down on his face, he held to the chain and 
pulled the boat towards the bank. The boat 
sank in eight feet of water, but a few feet 
back, where there is-no landing, the water 
is eighteen feet deep. 

All the lanterns except one had gone out. | 
Those nearest the landing struggled to get a 
foothold in the slippery clay. Three Chicago 
men finally gained a position where they 
could assist the others. Mrs. Smith, although 
in the river where it was eight feet deep, did 
not lose her presence of mind and managed 
to keep her head above water until rescued. 


Climb Along Bank. 

When the last of the party had been pulled 
up on the clay bank they began to seek a way 
out. The bank slopes at an angle of 45°. 
The guide instructed all to form a line and 
bold on to each other. In that manner they 
felt their way along the river bank with the 
aid of the one lantern. After a five hour 
struggle they succeeded in reaching a point 
where they secured “another boat and left 
the cave. 

A purse was made up and presented to the 
guide, and the Echo club was formed by the 
members of the party, with the motto, * All 
in the same boat.” All agreed to meet at 
New Orleans in January, 1905, at the next 
convention. 

Besides the Chicagoans, these were in the 
party: Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Muehlbron- 
ner, Pittsburg; S. P. Craig, Pittsburg; H. C. 
Rogers, Buffalo; C. 8. Stacey, Minneapolis; 
Edward Tubbesing, St.Paul; Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Fillebrown, St. Paul; Miss Lucie Patch,

The other we hold, from the evidence ob- 
tained, to be the management of the theater, 
As far as we have been able to learn, Mr. 
Davis was the man who had ‘final authority 
over all questions in the theater. We want 
to learn more of this matter.” 


Questions for W. J. Davis. 


When Mr. Davis takes the stand the jurors 
expect him to give them a line on things. 
They want him to tell of the connection of 
Klaw & Erlanger with the Iroquois. They 
want him to clear up the ownership riddle. 
They want him to explain why fire precau- 
tions were not taken. 

The testimony up to date shows that no 
fire drills were held, and the jurors want to 
know why. Witnesses have declared that 
the house was not ready and the jurors ex- 
pect to discover the cause of this. They 
want to know how the house was managed 

With Mr. Davis will come Treasurer Thont 
as Noonan and Harry J. Powers. These two 
are expected to clinch the testimony of Mr. 
Davis. One of the men interested in/the 
inquest called them “ the all important trio ” 
when asked regarding the results expected 
from their stories. All will be on the stand 
for long periods of time, as they are to be 
examined exhaustively. 


Architect to Be Called. 


The story of the construction of the builé- 
Ing is to be heard again during the week, for 
the jury will have Architect B. H. Marshall 
asa witness. From him they expect to learn 
of the work of the Fuller Construction com- 
pany. It seems that he appointed a super- 
intendent to watch over the building during 
his absence, and the jurors want to know 
what this superintendent's duties were and 
wherein he was responsible for the uncom- 
pleted condition of the building on Its open- 
ing night. 

Will Omit Many Witnesses. 


“The jury probably will complete its work 
this week,”", said Coroner Traeger last night. 
“The, important witnesses are to be heard 
and some of those who have testified may be 
put on “the stand again. If we were to hear 
all who have been subpcenaed we would he 
busy here for another week, but we probably 
will let many of them pass. 

‘‘ The jurors have asked me not to callany 
more persons who were in the audience at 
the Iroquois. We have established that 
there was a fire, and we have established the 
place where it started. Now comes the fixing 
of responsibility. I do not care to say on 
whom I believe that to rest, for the jury was 
selected to fix the blame. One thing is cer- 
tain, however, there will be no more shifting 
from one man to another, simply to allow 
some one to gét out from under.” 


‘Fulkerson’s Report Ready. 

Attorney Munroe FPhlkerson of the city firs 
department has prepared his report on the 
fire and will submit it to Mayor Harrison to- 
day. In his investigation he examined ovei 
ninety witnesses, including the managers ot 
the hotige, its employés, members of the 
“Mr. Bluebeard” company, and city offi- 
cials. 

‘‘1.do not care to discuss my report,” he 
said last night, * but it is based on an ex- 
haustive examination. I have seen prac- 
tically every witness that has been heard so 
far by the coroner, and many others that 
have not been before him as yet. I have 
gone into the matter thoroughly, and I be- 
Heve fairly.

TASK CONFRONTS 


Effort to Pass Theater Ordi- 
nance Though It Take 
Till Morning. . 


AMENDMENTS ARE MANY. 


All Must Be Debated, Including 
~New Ones by Raymer 
and Others. 


The great question interesting aldermen, 
theatrical people, business men, and the gen- 
eral puhlic yesterday was: Will the city 
council at its meeting tonight adopt the new 
theater ordinance? That the much discussed 
measure and several important amendments 
will be introduced is declared certain. 

Whether an ordinance will be passed before 
the session ends is another question. Some 
aldermen think it will and others declare it 
will not. 

The amendments to the ordinance framed | 
by the special committee will include not 
ohly those submitted at the special council 
meeting of last Thursday, but whatever ones 
may be put in this evening. Some important 
ones have been prepared and must be con- 
sidered. 


In addition, the report of THs TRIBUNE 
commission will be before the council for the 
consideration of the aldermen. It will in- 
elude not only the reneral recommendations 
as to changes in the building ordinance neces- 
sary to make the theaters safe, but the de- 
tailed findings as to each theater in Chicago. 
This information will show what buildings 
can be made safe by the changes to he con- 
sidered and what ones should be utterly con- 
demned. 

Street Level Idea Troublesome. 


As far as the matter can be determined in 
advance, the amendment which promises to 
tmaake the most trouble at the council meet- 
ing tonight is the one providing that in all 
auditoriums the lowest tier of seats must 
mot be above the street level. One of the 
most serious faults found with the work 
of the special committee of the council was 
that it started out with this idea and then 
modified it from time to time until all the 
existing theaters could remain. Tonight the 
attempt will be made by the aldermen who 
wish to make the theaters safe to restore 
the ordinance to its original] shape. 

Another point on which there promises to 
be a lively debate is an attempt which will 
be made to change the ordinance so as to 
provide for safe conditions in theaters now 
built instead of making the provisions so 
largely apply to buildings yet to be erected. 


Ald. Raymer’s Amendments. 


The most important of the new amend- 
ments prepared are by Ald. Raymer and 
provide— 

That every aisle shall lead directly to an 
outside exit. 

That the greatest pitch of seats in gal- 
leries or baloonies shall not be more than’ 
fifteen inches to a tier. 

The first of these amendments doubtless 
will be fought in the interest, of theaters 
which would find it difficult or impossible to 
comply. The intent of the amendment is to 
do away with aisles leading into other aisles 
or aisles with turns, and to have an inde- 
pendent exit for each aisle, to which the 
aisle must lead in a straight line. 

In order to meet these conditions it is neces- 
gary that the recommendation of THE TRIB- 
UXB commission that the provision of the law 
calling for at least three open spaces abutting 
be complied with ‘in letter and intent,” as 
the commission puts it. 


Pitch of Balconies. 


The new amendment governing the pitch 
of galleries and baicony is also booked for 
opposition, as it will cut down the seating 
capacity of a number of houses, and man- 
agers declare wipe out all profits if adopted. 

The ordinance as it stands allows each tier 
of gallery seats to rise twenty-five inches 
above the tier immediately in front of it, 
producing that steep pitch in many galleries 
which is deemed so dangerous. Where the 
theaters are deep, as in the Auditorium, and 
the front of the galleries are far removed 
from the stage, this pitch can be made much 
less, and the idea of the proposed amend- 
ment is to eliminate all galleries where it is 
not possible to make the pitch moderate 

enough to be safe. 


Profits Depend on Gallery. 


“if the new law acts to close the theater 
galleries it will also close practically every 
firet class playhouse in Chicago,’’ deciared a 
theater manager last night. 

“One theater, which will serve as an ex- 
ample of the others, sold $60,000 worth of gal- 
ry seats last year. If the theater is mak- 
g $50,000 a year profits ($35,000 to $40,000 a 
ear is considered good) the taking away of 


- tts profits and $10,000 more. The difference 
Cannot be made up by increasing the prices 
Of the seats downstairs, because people will 
not pay much more than the present prices. 

"The result will be that the theaters will 
not be able to have Mansfield, Goodwin. 

- Drew, or other high class people, and will 
either have to close or introduce the cheaper 
Class of attractions like vaudeville. It is 
likely they would have to close, as there are 
enough cheaper theaters now to take care of 
‘that class of patronage. 
‘\* The city council should have an architect. 
to advise it before it makes any provision in 

to the pitch of the galleries,’’ contin- 
u the manager. ‘* Every theater will re- 
quire different treatment in this regard.”’ 


Daily Fire Drills. 


Another change which will- be proposed 
this evening is that all theaters shall have 
a daily fire drill of stage employés, who shall 
be trained under the direction of experienced 
firemen. This drill is to be in addition tothe 
requirement that regular firemen shall be on 
hand in sufficient numbers at every perform- 
ance to guarantee the proper use of all fire 
apparatus which the ordinance says shal! 
be on the stage. 

Ald. Jones, chairman of the special com- 
mittee which framed the new ordinance, is 
expected to call it and. its various printed 
amendments up at the meeting this evening. 
If he does not, however, Ald. Raymer will. 

“I do not see the use of any further de- 
lay,”’ said the latter alderman last night. 
“The aldermen are probably as well in- 
formed now, on the subject as they ever will 
be and we should try to thrash the matter 
out. I think we will pass some kind of an 
ordinance, although we may have to remain 
until morning to do it. 

__“ The ordinance must be considered sec- 
tién by section and not only the amend- 
ments already offered debated, but those 
which may be offered. The work cannot be 
Gone in a hurry. 

“ The essence of the thing is just this. No 
ordinance must be passed which does not 
insure the safety of audiences in Chicago 
theaters. The action of the council must not 
be something which will allow the theaters 
to open, but one which will make it certain 
they are safe when they are opened. The- 
aters which cannot be made safe should 
never be allowed to open.”’ 

It is expected the amendment to the bui!d- 
ing ordinance allowing open elevator shafts 
in nonfireproof buildings in which automatic 
sprinklers are installed wil! also be called 
up this evening. There ts a minority report 


opposing the change.

Victim of Attack by Italians with 


AFTER LONG HON 


GEORGE HENDERSON ACCUSED OF 
$50,000 CONFIDENCE GAME. 


Arrested Near State and Van Buren 
Streets and Sent to Galesburg, 
Where Alleged Fraud Was Attempt- 
ed—Three Attempts at Robbery in 
Downtown Streets Frustrated by 
Police—Woman Held Up in South 

. Halsted Street Store. 


A search lasting two years resulted in the 
arrest last evening of George Henderson, 
alias Haight, on the charge of a $50,000 con- 
fidence game. 

Henderson is wanted at Galesburg, IL, 
where it is said he, with two other mem, at- 
tempted fraud by the means of a real estate 
transaction. One of Henderson's alleged 
companions, Charles Baylis Wilson, was ar- 
rested at the time and sentenced to an in- 
definite term in prison. Henderson escaped 
with another member of the gang, and, ac- 
cording to the police, he and his compafiion 
have operated extensively through Michigan, 
Illinois, and Indiana. 

Several days ago Charlies Bachman, sup- 
posed to be the third member of the gang, 
was arrested in Peoria. Sheriff dohn Her- 
burger of Galesburg notified the Chicago 
police of the arrest of Bachman, and De- 
tective Sergeant Cudmore learned that Hen- 
derson was in Chicago and that he had been 
seen in State street, near Van Buren. He and 
Detective O'Malley went there early yester- 
day morning and soon saw Henderson. The 
prisoner was taken to Galesburg. : 

The police think Henderson and Bachman 
are wanted also in Shepardsville, Mich., 
where it is said they defrauded a farmer 
named Grant Phillips, obtaining $1,000 by 
the green goods game. They expect to have 
many complaints against Henderson.

“T Am Going to Take a Long Sleep,”

Chie Deputy Gives First Clew 


to Routine of His Elu- ~:

Sheriff Barrett, it develops, has “ office 
hours.” Not regular or extensive ones, but 
just “office hours.”" This discovery yes- 
terday was made in the course of an investi- 
gation into the manners and customs which 
obtain in the sheriff's department. 

The information should be worth much 
to any person desiring to find the sheriff. 
The compiled table shows that Mr. Barrett 
has conceived the most comprehensive sys- 
tem of “office houvrs”’ ever devised by a 
public official. The schedule accounts for 
every minute of Mr. Barrett's twenty-four 


hours except those devoted to the necessary | 


slumber to refresh him for another day of 
public service. Any one not finding the 
sheriff by following these directions is 
lacking in perseverance or sincerity of pur- 
pose. 

“Regular” Hours Is Wrong Term. 

The ordinary descriptive adjectWes of the 
business world do not apply to Sheriff Bar- 
rett’s routine. His “ office hours "’ scarcely 
permit of being denominated “ regular,’ or 
“daily,” or “ fortnightly,” or even “ semi- 
occasional.”” None of these epithets properly 
describes the routine of an official who 
has devoted only seventy-five days during 
thirteen monitths to the discharge of the 
duties he was elected to perform. It is only 
just to Mr. Barrett to say that, barring 
Sundays, holidoys, and racing seasons im 
Cook county or elsewhere, and health trips, 
the sheriff can be found according to the 
schedule. 

Sheriff Barrett will return this morning 
from one of his frequent tours. There are 
several matters demanding his personal at- 
etntion, ‘but it cannot be stated how long 
he will be in town on this occasion. The 
races at New Orleans were reported to be 
in a bad way on account of the unavoidable 
detention of Cook county's sheriff in the 
discharge of his duties. Then Mr. Barrett 
had to go to Washington to mix with the 
democratic committeemen. Today he will 
have office hours as usual and perhaps find 
time to take up the matter of the New Or- 
leans races. 

Chief Deputy Is Real Sheriff. 

Sheriff Barrett's routine was ferreted out 
through Chief Deputy Peters, the real sheriff 
of Cook county during the present adminis- 
tration. The latter was emphatic in declar- 
ing he had often seen his superior in the 
office. This was taken as a pardonable de- 
fense of his employer. The investigation 
was unsuccessful in discovering any citizen 
who had witnessed the phenomenon. At last 
the clew was found. According to an eye 
witness the morning office hour in the County 
building consists of this performance: 

Sheriff Barrett arrives, accompanied by a 
collection of cronies. Party files solemaly 
into the. inner office. Cigars are produced 
and lighted. Desk is opened. Stories are 
told. Cronies begin to gasp and touch tongue 


"to parched lips. Significant glances pass 


back and forth between the sheriff and the 
cronies, whereupon the highest official in 


Cook county rolls down his desk top and 


leads forth the solemn file of the faithful to 
return no more that day. : 


“Office Hours’”’ Are Popular. 

Office hours in the Criminal Court building 
during the afternoon are said to be framed 
on similar lines. 

Public officials.yesterday were unanimous 
in their condemnation of the delinquencies 
or Sherift Barrett. Never before has a county 
official been so daring in conducting his ad- 
ministration according to the gospel enunci- 
ated by the late Commodore Vanderbilt with 
reterence to the public. But Sheriff Barrett 
is accountable to no higher authority except 
that of the people who elected him:. The 
county board and President Foreman Have 
only a fiscal supervision of the sheriff's office, 
State’s Attorney Deneen cannot call Mr. Bar- 
rett to account and Coroner Traeger could 
act only at the instance of some other branch 
of the county government. 


Clashes with State’s Attorney. 


‘Although Mr. Deneen yesterday refused to 
discuss Mr. Barrett it developed that the 
clashes between the two officials are fre- 
quent. Mr. Barrett has shown himself dis- 
inclined to perform the duties he owes to the 
state’s attorney, and as a consequence he is 
ignored. Chief Deputy Peters is consulted 
on all matters of importance. 

It now appears that Barrett should have 
taken Ald. Brennan to the bridewell as soon 
as sentence was passed on the alderman. 
The hearing of a petition by the Appellate 
court was given as the excuse for keeping 
the **‘ boss ’’ in more comfortable quarters in 
the jail, but the act lacked the authority of 


law. 
Defends His Superior. 


Chief Deputy Peters yesterday voiced a 
vigorous defense of his superior. 

‘* Sheriff Barrett spends a lot of time here. 
Of course, I don’t see him every day, but 
that’s because he comes in and goes out 
before I get downtown. Then he goes over 
to the Criminal court building. When he 
isn't either here or there he’s around at- 
tending to the sheriff's business in other 
places. It’s a big job, you know. So far 
Mr. Barrett has taken a liking mostly to the 
Criminal court branch and the jail. He's 
learning the business over there on the north 
side and he leaves the rest to me.”’ 


“Policy” in Enforcing Laws. 

‘* How about enforcing the gambling laws?” 
Mr. Peters was asked. 

* Well, now, I'll tell you—take that Evason 
poolroom. Now, the reason we didn’t shut 
up that place right away was because we 
didn't know what the sheriff's policy on pool- 
rooms was going to be. Mr. Barrett was oul 
of town at the time.” 

**Is it customary to havea polic 
to enforcing the law?’ 


“O, yes, certainly. Every sheriff has had 


his own policy in these matters, and I have 
been here sixteen years. All officials have 
their policies in this respect. Now, Mayor 
Harrison is expected to enforce midnight clos- 
ing. But his policy is not to enforce it. I 
dare say you can get a drink after midnight 
inany saloonintown. You see, it's a physica’ 
impossibility to enforce all the laws, and we 
must lét some go. As s00n as we found it was 
Mr. Barrett's policy to close up poolrooms we 
closed Evason.”’

Balfour’s Speech Alarms Czar. 


The Russian correspondents of the Times 
hear that a special council presided over by 
the czar arrived at the conclusion that wer 
should be avoided. The inference, they say, 
is that the speech of Premier Balfour at 
Manchester Jan. 11, in which he said, 
“No one can contemplate hostilities be- 
tween two gfeat civikized countries without 
feelings of misgiving and of depression,’’ de- 
claring that Great Britain wowld carry out 
to the fullest extent all her treaty obliga- 
tions, greatly influencés this decision. 

It is reported that as a result of this con- 
clusion Russia intends to open ports in Man- 
churia, withdraw her pretetisions with re- 
gard to Corea, and possibly even not retain 
Port Arthur as a military stronghold. 


Japan Reconciled to War. 


TOKIO, Jan. 17.—Japan doés not anticipate 
Russia’s rejoinder for at least ofle week. In 
the meantime the nation is prepared and 
grimly reconciledto War. Political and other 
distinctions have disappeared and th® coun- 
try is patriotically united. 

The government is receiving many offers 
of contributions, in the event of war, amount- 
ing to many millions of yen. Jie 

The Japanese people would welcome an 
honorable peace, but are resolved to fight 
before receding from their position in oriental 
affairs. They fear the aggression of Russia, 
and believe if it is not stopped now it never 
will be stopped. They are confident that their 
demands are fair and moderate, and their 
diplomacy, which has been patient, has gone 
to a reasonable limit. 


Expect the World’s Sympathy. ° 
Japan expects the world's sympathy in the 
struggle andvhas a splendid confidence in its 
army and navy. In the event of reverses or 
a national disaster it is thought that_Eng- 
land and the United States would intervene 
to preserve a balance of power in eastern 
Asia. . 

There i¢ no fear of an ‘invasion of Japan, 
a country which is probably the most strong- 
ly defended one in the worldi The growth 
of British and American sentiment is re- 
marked, Numerous displays of the flags of 
the two nations are made and popular songs 
reciting the glories of the “lion” and 
“ Undle Sam "e@re sung. The characters of 
“Uncle Sam” and “ Johnny Bull” are also 
seen at public dances. 

Ready to Protect Legations.

SEOUL, Jan. 17.—It is reported that an 
armored train, with quick firing guns from 
the foreign warships, is ready to be used on 
the railway between Chemulpo and Seoul if 
the Corean populace attacks the legationsas 
they are daily threatening to do.

The emperor has assured 
the mikado that he will not flee, but court 
officials are putting their valuables in the 
care of the electric’company, an American 
concern, so that they will be guarded hy 
American marjnes. 

McLeavy Brown, the supervisor of Corean 
customs, has secured possession of the Corean 
field guns on the pretense that they needed 
repairs, and has locked them up in the cus- 
tom house. 


_ Explains Russian Position. 


In an interview today M. Pavloff, the Rus- 
sian minister to Corea, emphatically de 
nies the statement made by the Lon- 
don Mail, and says his remarks, as 
quoted by that paper, were greatly dis- 
torted. Hestated that Russia takes the posi- 
tion that Corea is free to open any port de- 
sired, but in view of the impending negotia- 
tions between Russia and Japan the opening 
of Wiju at the present time could not be 
considered sympathetically by Russia, and 
would be likely to incréase complications 
and hamper negotiations. He further said 
there is no commerce with Wiju at present, 
and none will result by opening the port. 
Such a measure would only benefit Japan po- 
litically. 

Corea Must Be Independent. 
-M. Pavioff stated that Russia will not re- 


treat from the principle that Corea must re- 


main an independent country. There is ab- 
solutely no truth in the report that the Jap- 
anese are treating the Coreans badly or rob- 
bing the people, and M. Pavloff denies saying 
so. He did say that Russia, being desirous 
of doing all that is possible to prevent new 
difficulties arising, will not raise the question 
@ the Japanese government building the 
Seoul-Fusan railway, for which it is known 
a proper concession was secured by the 
Japanese company fully three years ago, but 
it is certain that Ruseig would object to the 
ownership of {he northern line known as the 
Seoul-Wiju railway, the construction of 
which has been commenced by the Corean 
government, passing from Corean to Jap- 
anese hands before the negotiations are con- 
cluded. M. Pavloff is confident that a peace- 
ful settlement will yet be reached.

the organization, including President Rob-

The arbitrary advance of prices of one of 
the essentials of,the modern treatment of 
diphtheria is held by the physicians to show 
that provision for the constant supply of the 
article devolves upon thé municipality’ as a 
measure for the preservation of the public 
health. The high price now placed on the 
serum by the only three firms in the country 
which manufacture it means that thousands 
of children may perish in the first diph- 
thesia epidemic which appears in the city. - 

Serum Laboratory for $20,000. 

It was estimated by the medical society 
officials that a municipal laboratory could be 
established with an appropriation of $20,000, 
operating expenses the 
first year. | It is befleved that the institution 
could be made self-supporting in the course 
of three or four years. All kinds of serums, 
vaccine, would be manufactured 


but in all ‘parts of the state. In Newark, N. 
J., where the municipal experiment has been 
tried, the cost of antitoxin is not more than 
52 cents a dosage. The price charged now: 
by the trust is about $2 a dosage. 

The three houses which contro! the present 
antitoxin output are Stearns of Cleveland, 
Mulford of Philadelphia, and Parke Davis & 
Co. of Detroit. Secretary Walls yesterday 
received a notification from Mr. Davis that 
he would ¢ome to Chicago today or tomorrow 
to defend his firm against the allegations that 
an antitoxin trust had been formed. He de- 
clared that the serum sold now is the grad 
formerly denominated ‘‘ concentrated,” an 
that the price is the same as always. — 

Secretary Walls Confident. — 

“If the| contention of Mr, Davis is true,” 
said Secrétary Walls, ‘‘ the severest criticism 
of the serum firms would be, not that they 
had formed a combine, but that they had 
ceased tod manufacture the cheaper grades 
a in. The proper policy therefore 
would be 'to take steps to secure the renewal 
of the preparation of the other grades. But 
my belief is that the present product is not 
the ‘ concentrated,’ although sold at the price 
of that grade. | 

‘The officers of the society are impressed 
with the feasibility of a municipal labora- 
tory. There is now no government super- 
vision of any kind-<in the-preparation of so 
important a medical essential as antitoxin. 
In this we are far behind foreign countries, 
where the serum is made under municipal 
and often national inspection. As far asthe 
private firms are concerned, I believe that 
they will recede from their position. . The 
sentiment of physicians throughout the coun- 
try is now arrayed against the men who have 
advanced the price ‘of antitoxin. The ef- 
fect will be a natural discrimination against 
these firms in other articles which they sell 
to the profession, and I think the préssure 
will have the desired effect.’’ | 


SNOW AIDS CHICAGO’S HEALTH 
AND LESSENS GERM DISEASE. 


Improvement Is Shown in Number of 
Fatal Cases of Pneumonia in Janu- 
ary, According to Weekly Bulletin. 


Snowfalls have purified the atmosphere 
and minimized the infectious germ diseasés 
in Chicago. Theeffect has been most marked 
in the January deaths from pneumonia—231 
as compared with 266 during the correspdna- 
ing period last year. The total of 2,100 deaths 
predicted for the season, according to the 
weekly health bulletin, will, however, prob- 
ably be|exceeded. There already are 1,083 
on‘the list since Nov. 1 and the most danger- 
ous period is still to come, as shown by the 
following compilations of the average daily 
deaths from pneumonia in Chicago by months 
during fourteen years—1896-1908: 


January |....... boo BL. ere: 
April > 2. Octeber cme 4.4 
June ..J. December .......... 9.2 


If only these daily averages are maintained 
until the end of May there will be nearer 
2,500 than 2,100 deaths from pneumonia this 
season.

LESSON NO. 144.—Phases of Home Life. 


OMESTIC science study should not be 
allowed to stand for cookery alone, 
desirable as that is in itself. 

There are too many phases of home 

life demanding immediate attention, if 

that life is to.be rounded out symmetrically. 
We are not doihg everything required of 
mothers if we are not rearing our families 
intelligently and wisely. Well fed bodies 
must have well fed minds to direct them, and 
both of these demand and should have well 


moral training comes through environment.

Education is a permanent function of the 
family, and all elementary instruction, re- 
ligious, poligical, social, and educational, 
should be given in the home. The spiritual 
function is the permanent work of the family. 

But social conditions aresuch that the poor 
cannot and the rich will not take up this 
work of instruction, and#t is largely relegated 
to the school. 

That our homes may be places of happiness, 
of healthful development for the children 
growing up in them, we homemakers must 
not forget the supreme importance of begin- 
ning early. In arranging the comforts and 
conveniences, the customs and habits of the 
family, let us begin at once, as soon as the 
home is ours, to give it the best possible 
system. 


The home is for the family and not for 
the world: ‘“ The best is good enough for 
my own” should be the mother watchword, 
not “anything for us and the finest for 
callers.” And then we should respect the 
needs of children as distinct from those of 
adults who have forgotten how it seems to 
be a child. We have not so much as taken 
the trouble to understand youth—how, then, 
can we expect to handle it spiritually and 
intellectually? ; 

At any cost the needs of children should be 
respected, for childhood is the arena in which 
the problems of race development are to be 
fought out. 

A room for a nursery (or a room set aside 
for a playroom) Is almost a necessity where 
there are young children. It not only sepa- 
rates them from the rush and hurry of the 
adult life of the family, which is a severe 
strain on the nervous force of young chil- 


ly.*

dren, but it gives the parents an opportunity 
for quiet rest or social diversion. 

These are needed for the calmness ‘and pa- 
tience demanded’ in the care of children, can- 
not be maintained by parents when the 
nerves and muscles are all of a quiver from 
ceaseless. childish demands. — 

As it ‘cannot be ar ideal home without 
childish voices, it is essential they should 
be given a special place for their play and 
playthings, Therefore in choosing an abode 
for the family a sufficient number of Hving 
and sleeping rooms should not be the only 
consideratiom but an exira room should be 
sought wherein the child may rule supreme, 
with an environment suited to childhood. 
Its equipment and furnishings should be dic- 
tated by the needs (spiritual, esthetic, and 
intellectual) of the children. A large black- 
board (a geod one) should be fastened per- 
manenmly on the wall. 

Thus with plenty of crayon (white and col- 
ored) always at hand, the children are given 
opportunities for expression through the use 
of the large muscles. 

There should be also a manual training 
bench, with an outfit of simple tools, selected 
by a manual training teachex, Here again 
they will have a means of expression of a 
different sort, still bringing into use the large 
muscles. A simple desk furnished with 
paper and pencils, a good box of water color 
paints, library paste, and a blunt sheers 
will furnish unending occupation and all 
furnishing elementary industrial education. 
A screen on which favorite pictures may be 
pinned is useful and ornamental 

There should be conventent shelves for the 
showy toys, and a clothes basket is a good 
receptacle for blocks and such. small toys 
as have a tendency to litter the floor. A 
clothes basket is a good plaything in itself. 
As the end of education is one with social 
life—for order, liberty, and equality—educa- 
tion Must fit the young for these. Therefore 
in this arrangement, to meet the special 
needs of childhood, we give them more lib- 
erty—a chance for the cultivation of order 
by taking care of their own property, and 
establishing an @quality with the rest of 
the household. 

It is our duty as parents, by all the skill 
latent possibilities, and this may be accom- 
plished by making his environment one which 
will give him opportunities for expression 
and for the development of the individuality.

It Is Not Mean— 


Or close fisted to turn te good purpose what 
would otherwise be lost. Close competition 
often makes a quarter cent variation turn 
the scale in a large business and a similar 
watchfulness counts in the management of 
the home. 

Every scrap must. serve its turn, bits of 
meat and bone be turned into savory minces 
or soups, scraps of fat tried out and clarified 
for use in cooking, not kept for soap grease; 
pieces of vegetable chopped and used in 
salads or soups; sour milk sawed for cook- 
irfg; bread and cake crumbs dried for pud- 
dings and fritters—are a few of the little 
economies that make a vast difference during 
a year in the family accounts. 

The amount of material lost by ignorance 
in purchasing and preparing foods is hardly 
more than that wasted through carelessness. 

Much might be saved by proper receptacles 
for foods; glass jars or tin boxes protect 
against vermin, dust, and moisture. 

Coffee is lost by buying large quantities 
roasted and ground. Also a larger quantity 
is often made than required and either 
thrown away or reheated with poor results. 

Sugar is used in excess in cakes and sweet- 
meats. When frosting is to be put on a 
cake the quantity of sugar to be put In may 
be reduced. Acid fruits should be sweetened 
after cooking, as otherwise the tart juices 
change the nature of the sugar and more is 
required. 

When eggs are scarce and high it is a 
good time to’ use the many delicious things 
that do not require their presence, such as 
apple puddings, suet puddings, baked indian 
puddings, buns, molasses ginger bread, etc., 
etc. 
_ More butter by many ounces and pounds is 
used than is necessary. Every tablespoonful 
weighs an ounce and costs two.or three cents, 
and if used when unnecessary is so many 
pennies thrown to the wind. Pure beef fat 
ean often be used in cooking instead of but- 
ter. . 

Flour is wasted by needless use on the 
molding board and hands in rolling dough 
and by careless scraping of mixture bowls. 
Milk is thrown away that might be scalded 
for future use in puddings or allowed to sour 
for muffins or griddle cakes. 


Salmon— 

FRIED SALMON —Two slices smoked sal- 
mon, pinch chopped parsley, three ounces 
butter, one shaiot, white sauce, cayenne 
capers. Soak the salmon, trim it neatly, lay 
in buttered baking dish, with small pieces 
butter and.a seasoning of parsley and 
cayenne. Bake till temder, basting well. 

SALMON MAYONNAISE—Carefully take 
out the sakmon, remove the bones, and lay 
on a plate. Slice two canned tomatoes and 
mince fine a few pickled gherkins, mix the 
two together and put meund the salmon with 
a little on top. Put over one-quarter pint 
Tartare sauce, and garnish with the white 
of egg, the yolks having served for the sauce, 
add two other canned tomatoes. 

SALMON PIE—One can salmon. Take 
the salmon from the tin, divide into small 
flakes, sprinkle over a few drops vinegar or 
lemon juice, anchovy sauce, and a sprinkling 
ot cayenne. Mix the rest of the ingredients | 
together, butter a pie dish, line with the 
mixture, reserving enough to cover the top. 
Put in the salmon and cover, and, if the 
crust hooks at all dry, add a few pieces of 
butter. Bake till hot through, then brown 
if mecessary. Lobster or any other kind of 
fish may be treated in the same manner, or 
soraps of fish, which may be put up in patty 
pans.

TALK OF FOOTBALL PLANS, 


Big” Games Are Arranged; 
No Contests with West Point 
or.

{With the conference of athletic directors 
over and the schedules of baseball and track 
contests made up, the western college ath- 
letes will now get to work in earnest in 
preparation for the approaching indoor 
meets.

“It is mainly to the various manufactur- 
ing plants in the west that the present ac- 
tivity owes its strength. Itmay be that they 
are not running more fully than during the 
autumn months,. but they are surely buying 
and taking in more material of all kinds, the 
present trading being more particularly a 
demand for tonnage above rather than ‘be- 
low the average quantity, indicating a dis- 
position to stock up.” te 


Weather Against Coal Trade. 


Regarding the coal trade the Black Dia- 

mond says: 
“In the west at several important ints 
there has been more coal than could co ain. 
posed of to good advantage and hints have 
been frequent of future demoralization in 
prices if the weather does not record a lower 
temperature. In some instances prices have 
/been demoralized in the west and producers 
have been selling coal actually at a loss. 
The difference between eastern conditions 
and those in the west is accounted for when 
it is known that all eastern states suffered 
from extremely low temperatures last week, 
while throughout the west the record was 
little below the freezing point at any time, 
and the consumption of domestic, and even 
of steam coals, was considerably redyced. 

“The western anthracite trade has felt 
some additional inquiry for all rail coal, 
which is in short supply, owing to the inter- 
ruptiong in the eastern movement to western 
points. Where all rail coal has been lacking 
shipping companies have loaded cars from 
dock supplies to meet especially urgent re- 
quirements. This has tided over dealers who 
have no storage room of ny consequence. 
The crucial point is rapidly approaching in 
the western bituminous trade. The result of 
the interstate conference of operators and 
miners in f@ur great producing states at In- 
dianapolis a week from next Thursday is the 
source of much speculation. 

In the western bituminous trade there is 
more coal than there is a demand for. This 
may be called overproduction or by any 
ether name, but it is a fact nevertheless. 
Reports from Detroit, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
and other points substgntiate this beyond 
any question. Prices have settled at some of 
these points during the week owing to the 
presence of demurrage coal and the efforts 
«f'shipping and producing interests to unload 
this before it caused any greater losses.” 


Dry Goods Trade Active. 


The Dry Goods Reporter says of trade con- 
ditions: 

“The opening of the wash goods season 
in State street stores, even under unfavorable 
weather conditions, has established a new 
early record for the sale of several lines of 
high class goods. All of the large retail 
operators in wash goods bought many of the 
new weaves with considerable enthusiasm. 
Some of these people have opened the season, 
but the majority will not show many spring 
goods of any description before Feb. 1. The 
sucgess of State street openings is now taken 
as a fair indication of general retail condi- 
tions in the west. In this respect the record 
made by local retail houses since the begin- 
ning of the year will reassure retailers in 
this section. A number of thenew spring silk 
novelties represent ay entire departure from 
anything in the silk line heretofore produced. 
Some of the new weaves combine the desira- 
ble features of silk, cotton, and wool, and 
yet have the washing and wearing qualities 
of natural or pongee silks. This broadening 
of the silk product is a progressive move on 
the part Of manufacturers and assures. a 
diversified outlet for their product not pre- 
viously considered. During the course of 
several seasons the silk demand has suffered 
through a scarcity of novelties. It appears 
that broad silks will always sell if new 
weaves and combinations can be evolved.”’ 


Paint Trade Promises Well. 


_ Of the paint trade the Paint, Oil; and Deug 
Review says: 

“ If the orders thus far sent in to manufac- 
turers are any indication of the probable 
volume of business to be done in 1904, it is 
certain to be large, for distributers all over 
the country are laying in heavier stocks than 
ever before. Manufacturers have been agree- 
ably surprised at the extent of this trade. 
It indicates a widespread faith in the paint 
trade of the year on the part of those wha 
are close to the consumers.”

BIG LOCAL HOLDING AND FEAR OF 
WAR BULL PRICES. 

Market Tight for May, Armour Taking 

All Offerings Early in the Week, and 

;Shorts Foree of Nearly 

Cenmts in Covering—Corn Up 2 Cents 

on Big General Buying—Patten Ia- 

creases May Oats Line—Provisions 
Are Firm. 


No new factor entered into the wheat mar- 
ket last week. The eastern situation and 


the big Armour holding are still overshad- ~ 


owing all other considerations, and of the 
two the Armour attitude probably has had 
the greater effect on prices. The short 
seller has had one nervous fit after another 
from day to day, as declining consols sug- 
gested war or some cabled rumor declared, 
hostilities had begun. But on the days when 
consols were firm and the surface indications 
were for the possibility of peace between 
Rusia and Japan or a long wait before peace 
should be broken, no headway was made in 
depressing prices, Armour absorbing the 
offerings. | 

Toward the end of the week Armour ap- 
parently left the market alone, and so little 
wheat was offering it seemed that the big 
holding was large enough to tie up the mar- 
ket. Trade was small, but such buyers as 
there were had to bid'up prices to fill their 
wants. The market moved finally to a new 
high point, 88%c, and the close was practical- 
ly fey the top figure, a net gain of 2%c for the 
w 


‘Reports of Supplies Bullish. 
The possibility that supplies of wheat of 


contract grade will be short before the end 


of the crop year probably is the chief under- 
lying influence in the market, the incentive 
for the accumulation of the big line. 

If war is to be the bull facfor, it is singular 
that foreign grain markets do not show more 
disturbance, and that there is not a sharper 
demand from European countries for Amer- 
ican wheat. European grain men apparently 
are skeptical over the chances for war, and 
perhaps as skeptical over the theory that war 
between Russia and Japan would greatly in- 
crease the European demand. They may be 
overskeptical. While Russian exports are 
not large during the winter months, if they 
should be shut off entirely, as in the event 
of war, the Argentine crop hardly would be 
large enough to avert some extra demand 
on American stocks. 

At least, war might have the effect of in- 
creasing speculative interest in the market. 
The general public, which long was excited 
over cotton, and is now taking a keen inter- 
est in corn and provisions, shows no disposi- 
tion to take any hand in wheat. Trade in 
the pit is largely professional, and at times 
small. It is a question whether this is be- 
cause the outside investor has no confidence 
in the price, or whether he is afraid of the 
unloading of the Armour line, which must 
be sold some day. It is nearly a year now 
since another immense Armour holding of 
May wheat was sold out. 


Some Ancient History. 


The May price reached 82%c in January, 
1908. There was a general bullish sentiment, 
and on Jan. 28 Armour sales of from 12,000,000 
bu to 15,000,000 bu were made within a range 
of 2c, a sharp and prolonged decline follow- 
ing afterward. Trade is not broad encugh 
to take any such selling now, although a 
genuine sure enough war scare might de- 
velop it. Unless it develops there is no likeli- 
hood of the line being sold, even if the present 
price would satisfy the big holder, which is 
uncertain, 

The movement of wheat to market con- 
tinues considerably larger than last year, in 
spite of often renewed predictions that re- 
ceipts both southwest and northwest would 
fall off sharply. Such predictions still are 
being made, and many of the northwestern 
authorities believe supplies in farmers’ hands 
are small, particularly of choice wheat. The 
percentage of choice wheat in the receipts is 
light—less than 10 per cent No. 1 northern 
or better at Minneapolis. 

Other northwest authorities declare there 
is wheat enough to make a liberal movement 
for some time, and that farmers are holding 
stubbornly, being believers in higher prices. 
There .are considerable arrivals of winter 
wheat at Minneapolis, which helped swell 


_the primary total for the week to 5,075,000 


bu, compared with 3,238,000 bu last year. 
Primary receipts since July 1 have been 
28,500,000 bu smaller than’a year ago, but 
exports of wheat and flour during the same 
period have fallen off 43,000,000 bu, the clear- 
ances for last week being 2,000,000 bu short 
of the year before. 


Corn a Big Market. 

A big market has developed in corn. The 
fear of war and its effect on prices has been 
one bullish factor, but the extremely poor 
quality: of the receipts because of their ex- 
cessive moisture and the difficulty of hand- 
ling them has been the main consideration. 
There was an advance of more than 2c for the 
week, to 49%, for May, an upturn of more 
than 8c from the low point of last fall. Re- 
ceipts have shown some increase, being 
larger at primary points than a year ago. 
Jilinots farmers and dealers would be glad 
to sell at current prices and cash handlers say 
receipts would be much larger if it were 
possible to get cars. Country elevators are 
full and the car situation curtails shipments 
greatly. Chicago reteipts are liberal, much 
larger than shipments, but with 75 per cent 
of the arrivals grading No. 4 or no grade, 
and the possibility of the corn being in poor 
condition in the spring, so there will be diffi- 
culty in getting contract corn in May. Sen- 
timent generally is bullish, and more bullish 
apparently on the top of the recent big ad- 
vance than at any time before. 


Patten Boss of the Oats Pit. 

. Oats have made the best advance of any 
grain. The small receipts, small stocks, big 
Patten holdings, and heavy buying by the 
bull leader have marked the price up to 42c, a 
gain of 2%c for the week, or 8c from the 
bottom of the decline last fall, and 15%c above 
the high price reached in September, when 
the Patten line first was taken on. While 
stocks in second hands are 5,000,000 bu larger 
than a year ago, the local supply is small. 
Advices from the country tributary to this 
market all indicate small reserves and the 
quality is mediocre, so that for the present 
Patten with his big line has t&ings all his 
own way. 

Provisions have shared in the general 
strength on the floor, and in,spite of fairly 
liberal receipts of hogs and a slow cash 
demand, prices have, advanced 35c for 
May pork, 17%c for lard, and 12%c for ribs.

Determination as to War or Peace and 
Northern Securities Decision 
Will Clear Situation.

‘NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Wall 
street's war calculations occupied a foremost 
position throughout the week in the stock 
market, which continued to respond closely 
to the fluctuations in prices of Russian and 
Japanese bonds on the European stock ex- 
changes. A man of experience in financial 
affairs when asked what he considered: the

“The first is the restoration of confidence 
on the part of the public in investment securi- 
ties, and next the decision of the Northern 
Securities case, and after that the result as to 
the current quarter’s earnings of the United 
States Steel corporation.”’ 

It will be observed that war is not included 
in this reckoning, for the reason that the 
actual importance of that matter depended 
— too many undeterminable contingen- 
cies. 


United States Steel shares have been among 
the firmest features of the stock market 
throughout the week, and, in fact, since the 
passing of the divid nd on the common stock. 
Their course may be partially accounted for 
by the perceptible improvement in all forms 
of industry having pig iron as their base. 
With trade conditions showing substantial 
betterment and with extensive économies put 
in operation, the first quarterly report of the 
company for the calendar year ought toshow 
material improvement. Low rates of inter- 
t appear to be assured, and this ought 
eventually to go far towards relieving the 
more or less congested condition of the in- 
vestment market, although this does not by 
any means imply the corresponding influ- 


pence in the rates of speculative securities.
